Thousands of persons watch­ 
ed the blaze as the dock was 
slowly consumed by flames— 
and one man (a civilian) was 
trapped at the end of the doclc 
and died in the fire. 


The flam*8 spread to No. 4 
dock and thence to the Reiss 
Coal Co. dock 
where 100,000 
tons of coal were ignited. The 
loss totaled «n estimated 
million.

Thi? City of EscanaWa relation* with the North 
Western have been friendly for more than a century. 
The city honored the carrier in 1964 in its Ore Cpn- 
tennial celebration of 100 years of iron ore shipping 
bv the North Western through Escanaba. The City in­ 
tervened in the Interstate Commerce Commission action 
to opnose a Soo Line competition with the North Western 
for the U. P.-Chicago rail haul. On its part, the North 
Western was the largest, oldest most enduring force in 
the early economic development of Escanaba and t^e 
city is ever mindful and grateful for this long and help­ 
ful association.

Under cross-examination by 
Stuart Ball, attorney for the 
Union Pacific, Heineman was 
asked 
about 
statements 
he 
made in the North Western’s 
195t annual report. In that 
itport, Heineman suted the 
North Western could be made 
into **one of the country’s fine 
railroads.” 


Q. (by BaU) **You still have 
tha conviction, do you not, that 
tha North Western can and will 
ba one of tha country’s finest 
nilroads?’* 


A. (by Heineman) *‘Yes sir; 
with the help of mergers.” 


Q. ** Do you think it — ara 
you saying that it cannot ba 
onaof tha — one of the coun­ 
try’s flnast —• one of the coun­ 
try’s 
fina railroads 
without 
■larfars?'* 


A. **In my opinion,as a rail­ 
road system, it is extremely 
doubtful whether the North 
Western can survive without 
mergers, yes sir.** 


Heineman said one of tha 
chief problems of the Middle 
Western lines is overcapacity 
ef both rail facilities and ser­ 
vice. The constructive solution 
to this excess-plant problem is 
to combine the present light- 
denslty, short haul carriers to 
form a strong, efficient region­ 
al rail system able to render 
to the Middle West the quality 
of railroad services it needs 
and deserves, he said. 


Heineman declared, a Union 
Pacific-Rock 
Island 
merger 
would hava a shattering impact 
on tha existing marginal car­ 
riers of tha Midwest. **With tha 
extmsion of Union Pacific’s 
linas into Chicago, it isi nevit- 
able that a very substantial vol- 
««*• of traffic will be diverted 
from sudi roads as the North 
Weatazn, tha Milwaukaa, and 
the* Great Western.

Don Leonard Is 
Elected As Judge 


Don Leonard, familiar to so 
many Upper Peninsulans first 
as conunissioner of Michigan’s 
State Police and then as chair­ 
man of the Michigan State Li­ 
quor Control CommU»ion, has 
been a laiwyer f<H: years and 
an aspirant for a judgeship. He 
made H in the Nov. 8 election. 


Leonard’s victory in the Re­ 
corder’s Court judicial race in 
Detroit finally pulled him from 
the ranks 
of 
the 
perennial 
hopefuls. 


Three other newcomers to 
the Recorder’s bench, 
Samuel 
H. Olsen, Edward Connor and 
Thomaa 
L. 
Poindexter, 
are 
equally as well 
known 
but 
have savored success in other 
elections. 


But the four have one thing 
in common—'their victories ap­ 
pear to be Um final goal of 
their political careers. 


Leonard received his law de­ 
gree a year after he became a 
Michigan State Police trooper 
in 1930, was promoted to cap­ 
tain at the age of 28 by the 
late Gov. Fred W. Green and 
quickly became one of tt)e na- 
ti(Mi’s better known and most 
reepected law «iforcement of­ 
ficers. 
He continued to move through 
the ranks until his appointment 
as state police conunissioner üi 
1947 where he served until his 
retirement in 19&2. 


During his police career he 
held high ranking poaitions in 
many police aasociations, 
in­ 
cluding president of the Inter­ 
national Association of Chieik 
of P(dice. 


His retirement tn m police 
sdmkiiatration 
lasted 
only a 
short time. He was appointed 
Detroit police commlsBioner in 
October, 1952. 


Periodically he has served ss 
consultant and advise for var­ 
ious police 
departments. 
He 
has also served as state civil 
defense director Mid is current­ 
ly chairman of tlia State Li- 


quor ContrcA Conunission. 


But many voters apparently 
are afraid of former police of­ 
ficials when it comes time to 
vote and Leonard never won 
anything but a primary elec­ 
tion. He accomplished that in 
1954 as

Americans Selecting 
More Expensive Foods 


By INGRID TERVONEN 
Have you ever wondered or 
worried about the amount of 
money your family spends for 
food? If so, you’ll be Interested 
in the latest U.S. Department 
of Agriculture figures. They 
say that a family of four with 
two pre-school children could 
be well fed on as little as $22.90 
• week. 


A family could spend $30.50 
on a moderate cost plan and 
$39.30 on a liberal plan. These 
basic figures need to be adapt- 
ed according to the sire of the 
family — large families spend 
less per person than smaller 
families. The figures are for 
actual shopping baskets of food. 
How much do you spend? 


More Information 


The family’ food cost plan on 
three levels are reproduced in 
the Extension Service bulletin 
**Food Shopper’s Guide”. Bul­ 
letin F306 and is availabe to 
you through the Michigan State 
Univtrsity Extension Office in 
Delta County Building. 
The 
Extension Service has other in­ 
formation available on food 
marketing, meal planning, and 
nutrition. These include; “Mak­ 
ing the Most of Your Meal 
Money,** **Prevent Food Poi­ 
soning” and **Meat-Let’s Cook 
It Right.'* AU are free of charge. 


If you are concerned about 
the h i^ cost of food, you may 
be overlooking these facts: 


1. Americans 
are choosing 
mort expensivo types of food 
than formerly, and are eating 
• smaller volume uf low priced 
foods. Over the past 20 years, 
consumption of meat is up 
about 20 pounds per person, and 
most of tht increase has come 


in the higher priced cuts of 
meat. Consumption of cereal 
products, an inexpensive item, is 
down about 25 pounds per per­ 
son per year over the samt 
j>criod. 


More Services 


2. Today's aconsumers are re­ 
ceiving more services with their 
food purchases. An estimated 
70 porcent of sales today are for 
products that did not exist 10 
years ago. All these innova­ 
tions cost money and must be 
paid for by the cosumer. 


3. Convenience foods, to the 
extent they are purchased by 
a housewife, also add to her 
food bill. These convenience 
foods free her for other ac­ 
tivities. but they do increase 
food costs. 


4. A shopper in supermarkets 
often buys many items in ad­ 
dition to food. Certainly, these 
items cannot properly be con­ 
sidered a part of the family 
food budget. 


Extra Service 
5. We like non-food ser\'ices— 
parking lots, trading stamps, 
and advertising but they also 
cost money. 


6. The real cost of food— 
measured in a percentage of 
income and the number of 
hours necessary to buy it has 
been going steadily down. 


Ask for the available bullet­ 
ins. read them, and take a 
good look at your food spend­ 
ing. You may be able to save m 
few dollars a week! Most of us 
could get a nutritionally adequ­ 
ate and satisfying diet for less 
than w'e now spend. But we 
are affluent, we like to eat 
“High on the Hog,” and food 
does cost more.
